THE tlNITED PROVINCES HIGH COURTS (AMALGA- 
MATION) (AMENDMENT) ORDER, 1948. 

In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of 
section 229 of the Government of India Act, 1935, the 
Governor-General is pleased to make the following Order’: — 

1. (1) This Order may be cited as the United Provinces 
High Courts (Amalgamation) (Amendment) Order, 1948. 

(2) It shall come into force on the date of its publication 
in the Gazette of India. 

2. After the proviso to paragraph (2) of Article 8 of the 
United Provinces High Courts (Amalgamation) Order, 
1948, the following further proviso shall be added, namely : — 

“Provided further that notwithstanding the amalgamation 
of the existing High Courts all undertakings given by persons 
who have held office, as Judges of either of the existing High 
Courts or of the new High Court not to practise as advocates 
within the jurisdiction of either of the existing High Courts 
shall be deemed to continue in iorce, and the Chief Justice shall 
issue directions prohibiting from practice as advocates such 
persons to such extent as may be appropriate having regard to 
the terms of their undertakings, and for this purpose the said 
undertakings shall be construed as applicable to the new High 
Court.”
